I believe, by this time, I have fufHciently prov'd 
what I propofed, that the firft Degree of the Venereal 
Difeafe was very anciently known among us, under 

the Title of 3t3Uniin9 » an ^ r ^ ac y° u may lofe no 
more Time at preient upon this Subject, I lhail reierve 
my Collections, which ihew that the Difeafe, when it 
came to be confirmed, was no Novelty here in tho(e 
early Times, for a further Opportunity, and detain you 
no longer than to exprefs my Pleafure in profeffing 
my felf, Tours, &c.
